BRAZIL. 

The ‘“* Diario Official” of Brazil of 16th October contains a notice 
inviting tenders for the supply to the Estrada 

Oils and Waste. de Ferro Central do Brazil of oils and waste as 
follows ; during the first six months of 1909 :— 

350,000 litres of machine oil, 300,000 litres of cylinder oil, 
350,000 litres of oil for wagons, 120,000 kilogs. of white cotton 
waste, 50,000 kilogs. of woollen waste, and 20,000 kilogs. of grease 
of Brazilian origin. | 
One third of the supplies of oil and waste must be delivered 
within 40 days after the date of signing the contract and the 
remainder in two equal lots, one 15 days after the delivery of the 
first and the other 30 days after the second. The grease 
is to be supplied in equal lots monthly, the first lot to 
be supplied 30 days after the date of signing the contract. 
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Tenders must be submitted separately for each class of oil, waste, 
and grease ; the name of the manufacturer must be supplied and a 
certificate of origin for the grease. Prices must be quoted in gold per 
litre and per kilog. respectively ; the tare for casks of cil will be 35 
kilogs., and for bales of waste 10 kilogs. The density of the oil at 
25 deg. Centigrade must be stated, as well as the inflammability 
and combustibility of the oil in degrees Centigrade, and the degree 
of viscosity according to Engler’s viscosimeter. Samples of at least 
three litres of each brand of oil must be sent. The oils and grease 
should be of first quality. Tenders will be received until noon on 
1st December and a deposit of 1,000 milreis will be required. 





ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 


With reference to the notice on p. 60 of the “ Board of Trade 
Enlarrement of Journal” for 8th October respecting a report 
Port of Buenos 22 the proposed enlargement of the Port of 
pestiet Buenos Aires, H.M. Legation in Argentina 
reports that the Chamber of Deputies has 
taken into consideration a Government measure for this purpose. 
The cost, which is estimated at about 5,000,000/., exclusive of a 
sum of 400,000/. to be devoted to dredging the entrance channel 
and replacing the present lightships by lighthouses, will have to be 
defrayed by means of a loan. The Bill was referred to the Senate, 
but it is doubtful, says H.M. Legation, whether it will become law 
before the close of the present session. The work will be offered 
to public tender in due course. 


H.M. Legation also reports that the Senate has approved the 
construction of various lines by the Central 
Railway Plant. Argentine and Buenos Aires and _ Rosario 
Railways in the Province of Cordoba and 
Santa Fé, and the duplication of the line throughout its entire distance 
between Buenos Aires and Rosario (see p. 256 of the “‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” for 5th November). The Southern Railway has obtained 
the concession ofseveral branch lines, chief among which is the exten- 
sion of the Neuquen branch to the frontier of Chile. The Western 
Railway will extend its lines into the Pampa. The Eastern Railway, 
the French Santa Fé line, and the Pacific especially, have numerous 
concessions on their hands. The lines now conceded to eight 
railway companies of recognised standing extend to 3,257 miles, 
and are estimated to require a capital of 24,500,0007. Some of 
_ these lines are already under construction or survey. Further, a 
large number have been granted to private persons, of which some 
may be taken up by European capitalists, but the majority have 
probably small chance of immediate construction. 

A Bill is before the Chamber of Deputies whereby the Executive 
Government will be empowered to grant railway concessions 
involving branch lines not more than 75 kilometres in length. 
At present a concession is seldom obtained through Congress in 
less than a year.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Mauritius.—The Colonial Secretary at Port Louis, in his report 
on Mauritius for 1907 (Colonial Office Reports, Annual, No. 581), 
remarks, with reference to the import trade of that colony, that 
the United Kingdom is being pressed hard by the competition 
of Germany, Belgium and France. This competition, however, 
cannot be taken as evidence of any falling off on the part of the 
United Kingdom; it is due rather to the shortness of cash in 
Mauritius. The superiority of English articles is generally 
admitted, and experience has taught, or is teaching, that nothing 
is sO expensive as a cheap article ; but a general scarcity of money 
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deprives purchasers of any real choice. If, for instance, a clock is 
required by a purchaser, he, as a rule, selects the cheaper article 
under the conviction that it will last his time. It is the same 
with hardware and cutlery: the better article is purchased only 
by people who can afford it. Similarly, although English matches 
are generally recognised as the best in the world, none, or practi- 
cally none, are imported ; the cheap foreign matches are preferred. 
But in partially-manufactured articles, such as iron bars, the 
United Kingdom seems to be more than holding its own. 

Broadly speaking it would not be incorrect to say that pur- 
chasers prefer the English articles when they can afford them, and 
it is noticeable that in such articles as automobiles, steam road 
engines, locomotives, wagons and trucks, and wire rope for 
agricultural purposes, the United Kingdom supplied articles to the 
value of Rs. 14,454 in 1907, against nil in 1906. Planters are 
beginning to learn that cheap articles are not profitable. 

The Colonial Secretary adds :—‘“ It might be well also to call 
attention to the falling off in the importation of cocoa and choco- 
late from the United Kingdom, and the increase in the importation 
from Germany.” 





FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
OCTOBER, 1908.* 


I.—GENERAL. 


The trade returns for October, 1908, when compared with 
those for the corresponding month of 1907, show decreases in 
the value of the Imports into the United Kingdom and of the 
Exports of the Produce and Manufactures of the United Kingdom and 
an increase in the Exports of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in October, 1908, was 50,748,980/. a 
decrease of 6,911,178/., or 12:0 per cent., as compared with 
October, 1907, whilst the total Exports amounted to 40,089,6561., 
or a decrease of 5,103,256/. The Exports of the Produce and 
Manufactures of the United Kingdom show a decrease of 5,311,934, 
or 13°9 per cent., as compared with October, 1907, whilst there is 
an increase of 208,678/., or 3:0 per cent., in the Exports of 
Foreign and Colonial Merchandise.

5,231,009 tons cleared during October, 1907. With regard to 
the coasting trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during 
October, 1908, amounted to 2,713,302 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 2,679,145 tons, as against 2,648,115 tons entered, and 
2,633,816 tons cleared in October, 1907.

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GRAIN TRADE OF ODESSA. 


H.M. Consul-General at Odessa (Mr. C. S. Smith), in his report 
on the trade of that Consular District for 1907 (Foreign Office, 
Annual Series, No. 4,138), draws attention to the changed methods 
that now prevail in the grain export trade. The busines3, which 
was formerly in the hands of merchants of large capital and good 
standing, has been captured in great measure by men of a different 
class. ‘The foreign purchaser,” Mr. Smith says, “who buys on 
sample and has no agent on the spot, cannot judge whether the 
contract has been fulfilled until he actually receives the consign- 
ment. if he finds default he complains, and it may be (should 
fortune smile) that the deficiencies are made up in subsequent ship- 
ments. But often enough the deficiencies are not made up, and 
finally, after much trouble and many letters, the purchaser finds that 
his correspondent has nothing, and therefore can be made to pay 
nothing. Civil proceedings are fruitless, and as regards criminal 
proceedings, few are prepared to incur the trouble and expense 
involved. 

‘The defences against these dangers appear to be three :— 

‘1. To deal only with firms of well-established character and to 
avoid persons whose credit and reputation do not stand the test of 
reference to more than one disinterested good bank, to commercial 
enquiry offices, and especially to the Chairman of the Bourse Com- 
mittee. The prices asked by reputable firms will appear higher 
than may be tendered by others, but the contract will be fulfilled. 

‘2. The introduction of grain certificates. These are not yet 
obtainable, and the great variety in the kinds of grain sold at 
Odessa makes it especially difficult to arrange the details of this 
service. 

“3. The execution of the scheme for the construction of the new 
Odessa grain harbour.* This scheme was elaborated some time 
ago; its execution has been delayed because of the expenses of the 
Japanese war. 

As regards what it is hoped will be done for the grain trade I 
cannot do better than quote from a letter which I received from 
Mr. Legh Harris, civil engineer, the principal designer of the 
harbour works :— 

‘““* We propose to deal with all the grain that may come into 
Odessa, giving facilities for storage or for loading direct into the 
steamer. When the wagons arrive in the new “ grain harbour,” 
whether they come direct from up-country or from the warehouses 
at the railway depdét, or the Peresip, they will be discharged into 
what I term “transit silos,” each of which has a capacity of one wagon. 
There its quality and quantity can be examined and its destination 
determined by the persons interested, 7.e., it can be stored in the 





*The proposal is to construct a new grain harbour between the petroleum 
harbour mole and the present port. At first it would contain 15 new loading 
berths (which, if necessary, could be increased to 27 berths), with grain elevators 
and all the necessary apparatus. In good years the present harbour accommodation 
is quite insufficient.

elevators either en masse with other grain of the same quality or by 
itself in a separate elevator bin, or it may be loaded direct into the 
steamers. In all cases after leaving the “transit silos” the grain 
is first weighed and then passed on to its destination. Of course 
any other operation may be effected, but they are optional, such as 
cleaning, sorting, clipping, &c. By these means it is easy to 
understand that whatever may be the ultimate way of dealing with 
the grain export, whether by the American system of “ grading,” in 
which case all‘the grain on arrival is sorted out, or graded, under 
certain fixed brands by grain inspectors appointed ad hoc by the 
Government, Bourse Committee, or Elevator Board and experts, or 
by retaining the present system of “ samples,” and only improving 
it by having an inspector of the grain as it is loaded to check its 
weight, quality, and percentage of foreign matter, dust, &c. The 
mechanical arrangement that we propose will give ample facilities 
for any form of inspection or control. Even in the case of loading 
direct from carts, I have provided for that by making them dis- 
charge into small bins (which serve the purpose of “ transit silos ”’) 
when the grain cannot be loaded on board until it has passed into 
one of the central towers, been weighed and, if necessary, sampled. 
You see that it will be absolutely impossible without the connivance 
of the elevator authorities to load surreptitiously any grain with a 
large percentage of dust, under weight, &c., as the grain cannot 
get on to the piers or be loaded in the steamers without passing 
by the bands.’”

H.M. Consul-General at Odessa (Mr. C. S. Smith), in his report 
for 1907 (Foreiqn Office Reports, Annual, No. 4138), gives the 
following particulars of the iron mines at Krivoi Rog (situated 
about the confluence of the rivers Inguletz, Bokovaya and Saksagan, 
which send their waters down to the Dnieper near Kherson) :— 

‘The mines number 73, owned by 33 separate enterprises, and 
the latest complete return, for 1906, shows 48 of them in operation. 
These 33 firms owned 3,582 dessiatines (about 9,670 acres), and 
rented 7,593 dessiatines (about 20,500 acres). The rent is nearly 
always a royalty, which varies from 1 to 3 copecks per poud (1s. 4d. 
to 4s. per ton), but is most often near the lower limit. Of the 
above area of 20,500 acres, 313 acres were worked as quarries and 
07 acres as underground mines. This proportion naturally gradually 
alters towards a predominance of the second class of works. The 
depth of the present work varies from about 35 feet to over 400 feet 
from the surface ; the thickness of the layer of ore varies from about 
7 feet to over 420 feet, and it is covered by deposits varying in 
thickness from 4 feet to over 150 feet. The stratifications are not 
horizontal, but, owing to the peculiar corrugations of the soil, they 
dip at various angles and are sometimes nearly vertical. The visible 
supply js estimated at about 5,000,000,000 pouds (over 80,000,000 
tons). 
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The ore is peculiarly rich in good quality iron, having a very 
small percentage of sulphur and mere traces of phosphorus. Lime 
and silicates are also present, only in such qualities as do not lead to 
any great refractoriness of the ore. The price at the mouth of the 
pit is roughly as many copecks per 10 pouds as the ore contains 
percentage of metallic iron; that is, a little over 8s. per ton of ore 
guaranteed to contain no less than 63 per cent. metallic iron, and 
contracts for large quantities are readily concluded upon this basis. 

At the Dubovaya Balka Mines the ores containing less than 
55 per cent. of iron are not used, and where work is carried on 
underground they are not even raised to the surface. Contracts 
for delivery are concluded for four varieties, easily distinguished 
by the miners from their outward appearance and kept separate :—

Quantities of ores averaging up to 40 per cent. and containing 
lots of 45 per cent. are treated as tailings unable to bear the cost 
of treatment, and are heaped up in mountainous piles near the pits. 
The days may not be distant when the methods of extraction shall 
have been so far perfected as to make it profitable to use up this 
waste. 

It is calculated that the existing mines are able to produce over 
350,000,000 pouds (6,000,000 tons) per annum; in 1906 the 
aggregate output was over 204,000,000 pouds (3,280,000 tons). 

Steam power is used in the mines; in 1906 there were 110 
engines of 3,490 horse-power. Electricity is also used; in 1906 there 
were 16 engines for the same. 13 locomotives were used on 284 
miles of mine service roads. ‘The ore was hauled up by 75 steam, 
13 electric, and 42 horse appliances. 

The following figures show the disposal of the iron ore mined at 
Krivoi Rog during the years 1906-7 :—

The more important provisions of this Decree 
respecting the commercial and industrial sections of the Zone are 
noted below. ‘The complete text of the Decree may be inspected 
by British firms interested at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C. 
The Free Zone will be regarded as divided into four sections: 
(a) commercial section ; (6) section destined for the installation of

industrial establishments in general; (c) section destined for the 
installation of ship-yards and dock-yards ; (d) section destined for 
the establishment of industries which require special conditions for 
their location and exercise. 

Merchandise will be admitted into the Zone free of duty, and 
may also be exported therefrom to foreign countries free of duty. 
As regards goods which leave the Free Zone for any port of the 
Argentine Customs Territory, a bond must be entered into for the 
payment of the duty leviable, which bond will be cancelled when 
proof is afforded that the duty has been paid at the port through 
which the goods were introduced into the Republic. Samples of 
goods may be taken from the Zone on deposit of the amount of 
duty leviable ; and when the samples are brought back, the deposit 
will be returned. 

The unloading of the following articles in the Free Zone is 
prohibited, viz.: playing cards, pocket articles (articulos de bolsillo), 
jewellery, walking canes and sticks, parasols, fans and umbrellas. 
Noxious or evil-smelling substances will not be admitted without 
special permission of the authorities. Explosive materials will be 
unloaded and warehoused in a special inclosure. 

In the commercial section goods may be unpacked in order to 
be put together, sub-divided, mixed or separated ; and repacked in 
the same way as they were introduced, or otherwise. It is per- 
mitted to change the packing and receptacles of such articles as 
are subject to the same customs duty before and after the change. 
Any manipulation which has for its object the transformation of 
goods is prohibited in the commercial section. 

In order to establish the duties payable on articles manufactured 
in the industrial section of the Free Zone when they are sent into 
the Customs territory, the following will be regarded as primary 
materials* :— (a) all articles employed in processes of preparation, 
mixing, manipulation or manufacture which are not manufactured 
in the same establishment; and (b) all articles which, although 
manufactured in the industrial Free Zone, are introduced from 
some other establishment in the same zone. Articles manufac- 
tured in the industrial Free Zone will be regarded as articles 
imported from foreign countries when they are removed into the 
commercial section for despatch to the Customs territory, and 
duty will be levied thereon in accordance with existing laws. 
Articles manufactured in the Customs territory, or primary 
materials, introduced into the industrial Free Zone, will not be 
required to pay Customs duty again when they are employed in 
the manufacture, or as receptacles of goods manufactured in the 
industrial section. 

The dispositions of the Argentine Trade Marks Law (No. 3975) 
relative to fraudulent imitations will he enforced in the Free Zone. 


* Articles manufactured in the Free Zone will, on importation into the 
Argentine Customs territory, be subject to the duties corresponding to the primary 
materials employed in their manufacture.

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SHIPPING AND TRANSPORT. 


SOUTHERN NIGERIA, 

The ‘Government Gazette of Southern Nigeria” of the 7th 
Octover publishes the revised Tariff of the 
Niger Transport Service. The Niger and 
Benue Transport Depot is at Burutu (mouth of 
the river Forcados, which joins up with the 
Niger river), and merchants and others desirous 
of making use of the service for the transport of their goods up 
the Niger river should address their goods to Burutu, and a!so to 
the station to which packages are to be landed. Packages for 
private individuals should be fully addressed, or they may be 
delayed. Goods should be consigned to the Niger Government 
Transport Office, Burutu, Southern Nigeria. Invoices should be 
sent if possible before shipment, so that the Transport Officer can 
pass entries at the Custom House, Buratu; the absence of the in- 
voice will cause much delay. A charge of 2 per cent. (minimum 
1s.) on the invoice value of the goods at the port of origin is made 
for clearing goods through the Custom-house, &c. Customs duties 
are paid by the Government ‘Transport Officer at Burutu and after- 
wards recovered from the consignee. A charge of 2s. 6d. per ton 
is made for loading, discharging, and wharfage. A reduction is 
sometimes made when consignees assist in discharging, in which 
case the number of labourers employed should be pointed out to 
the officer in charge of the vessel.

The 
Pennsylvania Railroad alone will require a stock of 10,000,000 new 
forms. After lst November the shipper will have the option of 
shipping property either subject to the conditions of the uniform 
bill of lading or under the lability imposed upon common carriers 
by the common law and the Federal and State statutes applicable 
thereto. Anyone declining to accept the terms of the uniform bill 
of lading will be charged 10 per cent. more than the regular freight 
rate. It was customary to charge 20 per cent. extra on shipments 
not under the old bill of lading. Considerable opposition to the 
new bill is still maintained, more especially from grain shipping 
interests, who object to the provisions limiting the carriers’ liability 
in regard to shrinkage of weight and loss by fire.

UNITED STATES (PHILIPPINE ISLANDS), 


The Acting British Consul-General at Manila (Mr. H. Horne), 
writing on the mineral resources of the Philip- 
pines, states that it is a generally acknowledged 
fact that the Islands are rich in minerals, but 
as yet they have been little worked owing to lack of capital. 
American capital has not entered the islands to any great extent, 
partly owing to the number of enterprises and industries in the 
United States and partly owing to a feeling of uncertainty regard- 
ing the future of the Philippines. ‘This latter reason is responsible 
for the scarcity of British capital.

Coal is found in nearly every island of the Archipelago, but the 

only fields of promise at the present time are 

Coal. the following :—Cebu Island, the district near 

the towns of Compostela and Danao ; the island 

of Polillo, off the east coast of Luzon, about the latitude of Manila ; 

the southern portion of the Island of Mindoro, in the neighbour- 

hood of Buialacao; Batan Island, off Legaspi, in the province of 

Albay, Luzon; the northern portion of Dinagat Island, north of 

Surigao; in the extreme north of Mindanao ; and near Escalante, 
in the north-east of the Island of Negros. 

Of the above, the best fields are the Compostela and Danao in 
Cebu and those in the western end of Batan Island, about which 
the mining authorities appear to be very hopeful. Reports from 
transport engineers declare that Batan coal is far superior in every 
respect to the Japanese coal used in the Islands, that there is 
practically no soot, that it gives fine heat, and that there are no 
clinkers at all. It is said to burn well and leave very little ash 
or refuse. 

It must be understood that this comparison is not made with the 
best Japanese coals, but with Japanese coals consumed in the 
Philippines.

MAURITIUS.

a Substitute for vacoas bags,” which are said to be cheaper 
than jute bags, and which have lately been 
introduced into South Africa. These bags 
are made from a fibre called vacoas, grown in Mauritius, and 
many virtues beside that of cheapness are claimed for them. 
The fibre is closely interwoven and of great strength, with 
the result that the bags will hold coal, sugar and mealies, 
while they are said to be superior to jute sacks as a covering 
for chemical products and fertilizers, which rot jute, but do not 
affect vacoas to anything like the same extent. ‘The vacoas bag 
packs flat, and can be made in any size, but the stock size, 
the weight of which is 24 lb., is 27 inches by 43 inches. The 
vacoas bag enjoys a large sale in Mauritius, where it has largely 
superseded the jute bag.

UNITED STATES (PHILIPPINE ISLANDS), 
The Acting British Consul-General at Manila (Mr. H. Horne) 

Cotton Goods writes that in the cotton piece-goods trade of 

Trade the Philippines the past year is reported to have 
been an exceptionally dull one so far as _ local 
consumption is concerned, owing to the impoverished state of the 
provinces consequent on a short rice crop and the great slump in the 
priceofhemp. In bleached goods, such as shirtings, drills and yarns, 
imports are still almost exclusively British, but in grey goods 
(drills and sheetings) British manufactures are gradually dis- 
appearing from the market, finding it harder each year apparently 
to compete against the local mill (which is under British manage- 
ment) and Japan, while in grey yarns Japan seems to have 
largely monopolised the trade. Competition from this quarter 
(Japan) would appear to be growing steadily, and by the introduc- 
tion of certain fancy cloths (peculiarly Japanese) a considerable 
business is being worked up. 

An adverse feature in local business has been a tremendous 
influx of white goods (principally shirtings) from China, where 
apparently markets have been overdone, and importers have had to 
look for other outlets for their accumulated stocks. 

In prints the United Kingdom practically held the market in 
“ splits” till they were discriminated against two years ago, at the 
instance of American manufacturers, by the imposition of a surtax 
of 100 per cent. of the custom-house duty for having a false 
selvedge on one side, which handicapped to a great extent, if it has 
not yet killed the competition. 

Fancy cloths of Indian manufacture (principally Madras) con- 
tinue to find a steady and increasing outlet, and may now almost 
be considered one of the ordinary staple imports of the Philippine 
market.

Among the proposals to 
be discussed are the establishment of mills in Spain similar to 
those existing in other countries in which esparto grass is employed 
for industrial purposes, the establishment of a protectionist duty 
for the national products, the formation of a syndicate of esparto 
grass producers, and the fixing of an annual minimum price per 
quintal for esparto grass according to quality.

ITALY (SICILY)—continued. 
The British Vice-Consul at Marsala (Mr. C. F. Gray) reports that 


in consequence of rather considerable quantities 
Phylloxera. of lately planted American vines in various 
parts of Sicily having decayed owing to the 
attacks of phylloxera, the Government appointed a technical com- 
mission to investigate the matter (see ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 22nd October, pp. 182-3). Among other places they visited 
Mazzara, adjoining the district of Marsala, where a number of 
three year old plants of the Aramon species had decayed. It was 
unanimously decided that, although phylloxera was present among 
the vines, the decay was entirely attributable to the poor condition 
of the soil, which was in no way adapted to this species of plant, 
and to the prolonged drought there had been this year. So much 
had the drought affected the plants that many capillary roots were 
already dried up, although they had not been attacked by phylloxera. 
There can be no doubt adds the Vice-Consul, that the Aramon 
plant can perfectly well resist the attacks of phylloxera under any 
ordinary circumstances, as enormous quantities of this species 
have been planted during the last eighteen years and are still in a 
very healthy state. 





MEXICO. 
H.M. Consul-General at Mexico (Mr. C. E. W. Stringer) has 


forwarded a cutting from the ‘“‘ Mexican Herald” 
of 22nd October which states that there is every 
indication that the coffee crop in the State. of 
Chiapas will be a very fine one. The quality of the berry is the 
best for many years, and it is calculated that the district of 
Soconosco alone will produce about 150,000 quintals of coffee of 
the finest grade.

ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 


The ‘ Boletin Oficial” of 3rd October contains a copy of a decree 
authorising the Argentine Government to make 
investigations as to the possibilities of utilising 
to greater advantage the water of the rivers 
Bazanes, Icano, Albigasta, Achalco, Las Tunas and Alijilan for 
agricultural purposes.

Rice (Class A).—As grown in the tropical regions of the pro- 
vinces of Azero and Cordillera, at an altitude of about 2,000 feet 
above sea level, long. 63° to 64° W., lat. 19° S. Grows in swamps 
and marshy ground; 1 quintal yields from 50 to 60 quintals of 
grain. 

Rice (Class B).—Grows in the same regions, also the whole 
department of Santa Cruz. It is much appreciated inasmuch as it 
does not require swampy ground but will grow wherever maize 
grows, without artificial irrigation; 1 quintal yields from 40 to 50 
quintals of grain. 

Cotton (white and yellow).—ls not cultivated but grows wild in 
all Kastern Bolivia from long. 63° to 60° W. and lat. 15° to 20° 8. ; 
sometimes it is gathered and woven in the country and manufac- 
tured into coarse calico, tablecloths, towels and ponchos.

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Confidential Information. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade has 
for several years been in the habit of forwarding to Chambers of 
Commerce for the confidential use of their members, but not for 
publication, information (chiefly as to openings abroad for British 
trade) to which it has appeared desirable in the interests of 
British trade to draw attention confidentially. The plan met 
with general approval, and last year, in order to attain more fully 
the purpose of the Board, namely, to reach all British manufac- 
turers or traders interested, it was decided, on the recom- 
mendation of the Commercial Intelligence Committee, to sup- 
plement the above-mentioned system by opening at the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., a 
Register of British firms who might desire to receive confidential 
information relative to their respective trades. The Register was 
opened in January, 1907, and a considerable number of British 
firms have since applied and had their names entered. 


British firms desiring to have their names entered on this 
Register should fill up and forward to the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch a form of application, copies of which may be obtained 
at the offices of the Branch. 


The admission to the Register, as well as the retention upon it, 
of any firm is at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 


No charge is made for information supplied, but every firm 
admitted to the Register is required to become a subscriber to the 
‘ Board of Trade Journal” (and to register as such with the sale 
agents, Messrs. Wyman & Sons, Limited, Fetter Lane, London, 
E.C.), in order to ensure that those who are desirous of receiving 
such confidential information should first be in possession of all 
the official information relating to their particular trade which 
is published in that Journal. The annual subscription to the 
Journal, including postage, is 15s. 2d. 

The present scheme is provisional and experimental, and its 
continuance and future development will depend on the results of 
experience. 


Note.—Apart from the special Register, the Branch is always 
ready, as far as possible, to answer enquiries on specific questions 
in the interest of British trade. 
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Commerolal Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of 
the Board of Trade (73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.) is 
intended to be a centre at which information on all subjects of 
commercial interest shall be collected and classified in a form 
convenient for reference, and at which, so far as the interests of 
British trade permit, replies shall be given to enquiries by traders 
on commercial matters. On application being made to it either 
personally or by letter, the Branch supplies, so far as is possible, 
information with regard to the following subjects, viz. : Commercial 
Statistics ; Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and 
Customs Regulations ; Lists of Firms Abroad engaged in particular 
lines of business in different localities; Foreign and Colonial 
Contracts open to Tender ; Sources of Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade 
Products ; Forms of Certificates of Origin ; Regulations concerning 
Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. 

There is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branch, where, in 
addition to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of 
the Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of 
Trade, specimens of special interest that may be received from 
India, the Colonies, &c., are exhibited from time to time. 

The Governments of Canada and Queensland have established, 
in proximity to the Commercial Intelligence Branch, at 73, Basing- 
hall Street, special offices for dealing with trade matters (see below). 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, and intended for general information, is conveyed to the 
public.

statistics can be obtained. Permanent exhibits of New Zealand 
products are maintained for public inspection both at the Imperial 
Institute and the Crystal Palace. 

Queensland. The Agent-General for Queensland has opened a 
branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., where a representative 
attends daily to give information to enquirers regarding trade, 
mining, and all other matters relating to Queensland. Specimens 
of products representative of the pastoral, agricultural, and mining 
industries of Queensland are on view. 

Victoria.—The Government of Victoria (Australia) have an 
extensive and varied collection of products of the State on view 
at the Show Room of their London Offices (142, Queen Victoria 
Street, E.C.). Lists of the Exporters of the State, with their 
Agents in the United Kingdom, and full particulars relating to the 
trade, prospects, &c., of the State, can be obtained upon applica- 
tion to the Agent-General for Victoria, at the above address. 

New South Wales.— With a view to facilitating the acquiring of 
information regarding the State’s products, the New South Wales 
Government have a commercial branch attached to the Agent- 
General’s Department at 123-125, Cannon Street, H.C. A great 
variety of specimens is on view—typical of the mineral, agricul- 
tural and other products ofthe country. Full information concern- 
ing the Colony is given gratis to all applicants. 

South Australia—The Government of South Australia have 
established a Produce Department at the offices of the Agent 
General, Threadneedle House, 28, Bishopsgate Street Within, 
E.C., where specimens of every description of South Australian 
produce are now displayed. This Department will supply, free 
of cost, full information regarding the exports from South 
Australia of all sorts of produce. 

Cape of Good Hope.—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have offices at 98, Victoria Street, S.W., for the purpose of a Com- 
mercial Agency, under the superintendence of the Trades Com- 
missioner, who supplies free information on trade subjects con- 
nected with the Colony, such as agricultural products, industries, 
trade, tariff regulations, commercial statistics, railway rates, &c., &c. 

Natal.—The Government of Natal have established a Commercial 
Agency for that Colony at 26, Victoria Street, S.W., under 
the direction of the Agent-General. The Commercial Agent will 
supply, gratis, information on trade and industrial subjects con- 
nected with the Colony, commercial statistics, tariffs, railway rates, 
shipping freights, &c. Specimens of certain descriptions of Natal 
produce are on view.
